ed in Arizona, was taken into cus- 
tody and held in $10,000 bail. 
In- 


spectors say he has sold stock to the 
amount of at least $1,000,000, which 
has brought in no return to the in- 
vestors. 


Postmaster General Hitchco'.-k who 


was in court when the men were ar- 
raigned, declared that the raid was 
one of the most Important ever made 
by the postofflce inspectors.

At the fair he had ten 


ears of Corn in the Experiment Sta- 
tion tent, that he had raised on bis 
farm and kept fareful note of. He of- 
fered a free scholarship to the Farm 
School to the man who picked the 
ear that would show the gfreatest 
production per acre. 
He numbered 


the ten ears 
from 1 to 10. "What 


seemed to be the best looking ear 
was No. 6 and it was a strong favor- 


Here however is the result: 
Ear No. 5, 101 bushel per acre. 
Ear No 4, 88 pushel per acre. 
,'Ear No. 10, 82 bushel per acre. 
The three lowest were No. 3 with 


55 bu; No. i and No. 9 with 52 bu- 
eath. 


Only two men* picked No. 5 as a 


winner, L. D, Adams of Dresden and 
James Snyder of Wooster, and they 
guessed the ear would make CO bu. 
per acre. 


Mr. Darling set aside a portion of 


a field and kept careful count and 
tabulated by weight of the results.'
